I  think  you  are  aware  that  this  is  a  very  dis¬ 
tinct  and  urgent  type  of  mission  work,  and  is  the 
only  such  work  that  can  be  regarded  as  a  de¬ 
nominational  endeavor.  Our  Baptist  people  have 
been  slow  to  enter  this  field,  but  since  we  have 
entered  it,  I  hope  there  will  be  no  receding  from 
't,  but  that  we  shall  finally  have  such  work  car- 
ned  on  by  our  Baptist  people  in  every  large  citv 
of  the  South.  Assured  of  your  interest  in  any  line 
of  work  that  has  to  do  with  the  extension  of  the 
cau.-e  °f  Christ,  I  am  the  more  confident  that 
this  kind  of  work  will  not  fail  to  appeal  to  you.
